A score of Upland youths are 
today in business for them- 
selves. They sell magazines 
and papers. They build up their 
own routes by their persistence | 
and their salesmanship. Some 
of them are this summer learn- | 
ing their first lessons in meet- 
ing the public. Some are for 
the first time making change. 
All of them count their 1% 
cents profit per magazine and 
paper. 

The local venders of afternoon 
Los Angeles papers are busy 
every day, alert, ready to offer 
their product to anyone show- 
ing any interest. The maga- 
zine salesmen do not work 
every day, but are out with their 
stock of reading matter just as 
early as possible after the is- | 
sues arrive. By early, is meant 
just as early in the week as 
possible and early in the morn- 
ing. For example, one maga- 
zine boy was in the business dis- 
trict shortly after 6 a.m. tcday, | 
to offer his variety of novels, | 
articles, etc., to the people as | 
they went to work. | 

“Do you like it?” a magazine 
salesman was asked. Meekly 
replying, the youth said: “Well, 

I have so many to sell and I 
want. to sell them.”

For several years the grape 
growers have been marketing their 
crop at a loss, with much of it go- 
ing to waste. Due to the fact that 
this year’s crop is lighter than 
usual and to the attitude on legal- 
izing beer and wine, demand for 
the grapes is reported to be rap- | 
idly increasing.

Concerning the outlook for 
potato growers in the Chino sec- 
tion, a report today revealed 
that where 10 days ago the 
farmers were getting 75 cents a 
100 ,»ounds, they are now get- 
ting nearly $2. “It is also pre- 
dicted that the upward surge 
will continue until July 15, when 
the market is expected to reach 
$3,” the report from Chino said. 

The climb has brought a re- 
turn to the farmer of more than 
130 per cent over the prices of 
a week ago. The consumer now 
pays almest double what he did 
before the raise, receiving from 
eight to 10 pounds less for 25 
cents. 

Crops in the Chino district are 
heavy this year, and with the 
midwest produce severely dam- 
aged by heat, the Chino and 
other potato growers are in @ 
fine position. Also the harvest 
will be late and will not reach 
the peak before July 15 which 
enables those with heavy yields 
to receive full benefit of the 
price raise. 

The expected price of $3 or 
better will probably be the high- 
est in the last ten years. Last, 
year at no time did the price 
reach its present level.
